Claims 15-28 and 35-38 are pending in the subject application. The outstanding request 
asks Applicants to choose one of the following species: 
an etching process using an iodide bath; or 
an etching process using a chloride bath.

In response to the request for election. Applicant elects the iodide species. Claims 15-28 
read on the elected iodide species.
